Solution of Problem. 


The run does not count. The play, of course. Is based on rule 50 


which relates to the scoiing of runs. Part of this rule states that a 
run shall not be scored if, after touching the first three bas»s the 
runner comes home from third on a play in wliich the third man is 
forced out. 01 is put out before reaching first. 


The umpires contend that the start of the piny wa« whp« Beadc- 


beg.m Ins uiud-up. and that the completion of the play waT the hit 
ting of the fly ball to left field, the batter naturally being out before 
he reached first. Hence, the run should not count, even though Aln- 
smith ftud scored before the ball was really started on its way to the 
plate. That really has nothing to do with the situation, the start of 
the wind-up being the beginning of the play. It is a question that will 
cause many an argument.
